His tcmperaturo Is 102 and his 
pulse 0«. 


Tlio operation was auccCBBful in every 


way. 
Tho patient Immediately afterward 


seemed to be greatly relieved. 


Drx Fordyco Barker and Sands colled at 
;iiO and found tho patient resting; quietly 


and Ills condition 
materially Improved 


Tho operation was performed by 
mak- 


ing an Incision in the temporal bono. 
About an ounce 
ot 
pus 
llowod out 


Tlio patient was under tho influence of 
otlioi-, and ho rolled and tossed 60 that It 
wan only with dlftlculty that tho opera- 
tion was pel-formed. Dr. Barker said that 
while tto 
recovery of tho patient is 


not assured lie stands a much better 
chanco than before. 
Tho operation was 


very successful and no danger Is appre- 
hended for at leaist twelve hours. After 
tlio operation Mr. Conkllng arose, walked 
Into tho adjoining room, and returned.

physicians Mrs. Conkllng 


and her married daughter 
wore with

patient 
constantly. 
Mr.

llng lias not been able to recognize any 
ono but his wllo during tho day, and lie 
will probably remain unconscious all night 
becaueo of the anesthetic which was ad- 
ministered.

Beneath this llos tho mechanism 
of tho oar, and, in cases In which, this 
mechanism becomes Involved In serious 
suppuration, as in this instance, It becomes 
iccossary to inako an opening through, 
which tho pus may bo drawn off. Other- 
wise tbo inflammation will o.-ctcnd to tlio 
JSBue of tho brain. Deafness of the oar 
depended oii'rcsuJta The saw or drill with 
which the circular piece of spongy bono Is 
excised Is like a Jagged edge on tlio end ot 
a piece of email steel tubing. It IB flxod for 
ihc first f«w tarns by a prong in tho cantor. 
Tho wholo Instrument Is called a troplune. 


When-the region of tho Inner ear lias 


been reached tho circular disc of bones is 
carefully extracted and the membrane be- 
neath t'no bono cut through. A drainage 
tube is then inserted, through whlej tho 
matter forming In tho abscess can flow 
Into antiseptic absorbent cotton at tho 
oilier end of the tube.

AGAINST THE BOGUS BUTTER. 


Tho UnltcU StutoH Supremo Court SUH- 


tulclng an Autl-OIooniargurliio Stat- 
11 to. 
WASHISGTOX, April 10.—Justice Harlan 


tendered a very Important opinion in tho 


Supremo Court yes- 
terday, affirming tho 
constitutionality of 
tho Jaws prohibiting 
the manufacture and 
Hido of oleomarga- 
rine. Tho sr.it was 
brought from the Su- 
premo Court of Penn- 
sylvania under the 
sweeping statute of 
that State, w h i c h 
roadu na follows: 
" That no person, 


fl r m or 
corporate^ 


body shall manufact- 
ure out of any oleafflu- 


uny compound of tho 


same other tuun that produced from un- 
adulterated milk, or any article designed to 
take the plftce or uutter or clieoso produced 
from pure, unadulterated ClilU, or cream from 
tlio same, or o: any Imitation or adulterated 
butter or cucesc, nor shall sell or offer .'or sale, 
or have in his. tor or their possession ivith in- 
tent to Roll tho same as an article of food." 


This is perhaps tho most comprehensive 


and sweeping law that exists in any ot t.'io 
States, and tho Supremo Court decides 
that it is not in conflict with tho consti- 
tution. 
It 
therefore 
establishes 
tho 


right~of a Stato to extend its police 
power over all Idnfis ot food that may bo 
prohibited from manufacture or sale by its 
Legislature. Thlg opinion settles the pro- 
hibition laws it thoro was any further 
doubt of thoir constitutionality after tho 
decisions recently rondcro'd in tho Kansas 
and lown oases.

name results In perjury? Do you know 
that people who take tbe name of God on 
their llpu 10 recklessness anil thoughtless- 
ness oxo fostering thci crime o£ perjury! 
JtulvO tho name of God a football in the 
community nnd it has no power when in 
court-room, and in legis'.ative assembly, it in 
employed in solemn adjuration.
